Gromyko Message 
Will Be Published 
Tonight By Kremlin

MOSCOW Hi — Foreign Minister 


Andrei Gromyko delivered lo am 
bassadors of the three Western 
powers today a new communica 
lion which diplomatic sources said 
left the formal opening of pre- 
summit talks still to be negotiated. 


He summoned 
the 
French, 


American and British ambassa- 
dors and handed them the Krem- 
lin's reply to the West's note of 
Saturday. This rejected participa- 
tion of Czechoslovakia and Poland 
in discussions on a diplomatic lev- 
el and agreed that Western envoys 
would meet individually with 
Gromyko. 


"Situation Not Changed" 


The W e s t e r n : envoys-said 


Gromyko's latest note would be 
published by the Soviet Union to- 
night and presumablyjeleased at 
the lime in London, Paris and 
Washington. 


U: S. Ambassador Llewellyn 


Thompson, who followed France's 
Ambassador Maurice DeJean to 
the Foreign Ministry, spent exact- 
ly 30 minutes inside. He said as 
he emerged that the situation was 
not changed and that he would 
leave;as planned Tuesday for a 
Paris Conference of American en 
voys in Western Europe. 


Diplomatic sources speculated

WASHINGTON 
(INS) — The 


U. S. and its major western allies 
put Russia on notice today they 
will continue, to build up their 
nuclear and missile arsenals until 
the Soviets agree to a fool-proof 
disarmament plan. 


The implied warning to the 


Kremlin was contained in a note 
to Communist Poland rejecting a 
proposal to set up a denuclear 
ized zone in central Europe and 
renewing the west's disarmament 
plan. 


It came, significantly, two days 


after Russia's veto in the United 
Nations Security Council of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's plan to neutra- 
lize the Arctic region as an ave- 
nue of surprise bomber or missile 
attack. 


In a footnote to its rejection of 


the Polish proposal — which re 
portedly was inspired by the 
Kremlin — the U, S: outlined this 
policy:

Rebel Forces

JAKARTA HV-The focus of ,the 


Indonesian civil war shifted .to the 
eastern part of the island nation 
oday with the fall of Bukittinggi, 
the abandoned rebel capital on the 
western island of Sumatra. 


"For Vlhe'; moment we have al- 


most completed our operation in 
Central Sumatra," said Lt. Col. 
Rudi Pirhgadie', intelligence chief 
of President Sukarno's army at 
this capital_cjty on Java. 


Pirngadie did not know whether 


any rebel leaders had been cap- 
lured when Bukittinggi fell Sun- 
day, but it seemed unlikely. 


The rebels pulled out of their 


capital almost two weeks ago and 
moved deeper into the mountains. 
They set up headquarters at Ba- 
tusangkar, and there have been 
reports in the past few days that 
some rebel leaders had fled Su- 
matra to the Celebes, 1,800 miles 
[o the east. 


Sukarno's forces moved quickly 


to re-establish civil control over 
Sumatra, the focal point of the 
rebellion since it sprang into the 
open 2& months ago.

The source materials and fis- 


sionable materials will, for the 
present, remain under control of 
(he countries of origin. They will 
be delivered only after agree- 
ments have been concluded be- 
tween the IAEA and member 
stales concerned. 


Cole told International News 


Service that the IAEA is now in 
"operational shape", after an in 
itial six-month period of build- 
ing its administrative and tech 
nical structure. 


The "professional staff" of the 


agency presently numbers 81 per- 
sons from 24 countries. The sci- 
entific .staff is still incomplete. 


Cole said establishing thc or- 


ganization's fellowship and train- 
ing program was an important 
practical achievement in thc nix 
months of thc agency's' existence. 


"Thc fellowship and training 


program is thc first major pro- 
gram put in operation by the 
agency," he naid. 


He noted the IAEA is planning 


a regional training center for 
Latin America which "may see 
results early this summer." It 
is believed this center will be 
located in Brazil.

PRESIDENT 'Nasser of the United 


Arab (Republic likes to assure his 
Western visitors that he is thoroughly 
independent of Moscow despite all his 
btiddying up to the Kremlin. Now that 
he's in the Soviet capital, he may have 
to tighten his muscles to maintain that 
posture. When the Russians roll out 
the Red carpet, you can feel the nap 
almost at your knees. And that's the 
treatment they're giving Nasser. Soviet 
receptions arc pretty staggering. Smil- 
ing children run up with flowers. The 
visitor's flag, big'as a ship sail, hangs 
from every balcony. His picture, bigger 
than Rock Hudson's in a Broadway.ad, 
stares down at him at every turn. 


EVERY TIME he picks up a news- 


paper he sees his picture r.gain, along 
\vith glowing editorials and biographies 
that must make the angels wish they 
could gel invited to the Soviet Union. 
The crowds of cheering workers, stu- 
dents and children lining the streets 
make the man think he's running for 
re-election in his own .home town. 
Nasser would have to be a pretty 
sturdy reed not to ;bcnd before the 
agreeable breeze of 
Russian good 


fellowship. Maybe he can stand up to it 
all. His first words on Russian soil, 
however, don't sound like a man deter- 
mined to assert his' ramrod independ- 
ence no matter what. Said Nasser: 
"Our .people know the Soviet Union 
stands for peace:" 


NOW'THAT'S JUST exactly what 


the Soviet Union docs not stand for. If 
it did, then today, therc'd be no costly 
nuclear arms race, no contest for outer 
space, no cold war. Therc'd be lasting 
international agreements in writing, a 
unified Germany and Korea, and a 
world focussing on the tasks of human 
betterment rnthcr than upon defense 
against ruinous war. Nasser will have 
to do better than parrot1 the Russian 
peace line if he expects future visitors 
to Cairo to Be able to distinguish him 
from the drooping willows on his home 
grounds. JEvcn the gullible can take 
just so much. 


No Dark Horse 


LITTLE IS SAID of the possibility 


of Sen. Stuart M. Symingtpn of Missouri 
as the Democratic presidential candi- 
date in 1960. But those interested in 
watching the campaign for the nomi- 
nation from the very beginning will do 
well to keep the name oi Symington in 
mind. Occasionally he has been men- 
tioned: he is not really a dark horse. He 
\varned about possible Russian advances 
in missiles, and this may redound much 
to his credit when the time comes. 
Still, he is not coming to the forefront; 
such men as Senator Kennedy, Gover- 
nor Williams of Michigan 
or even 


Governor Mcyner of New Jersey arc 
mentioned more frequently as possible 
winners. Senator Symington apparently 
is not working for the nomination in 
public, but a Symington boom could 
come later. And if there were a 
threatened split or deadlock at the 1960 
convention, he might be advanced with 
possibly strong support as a comprom- 
ise candidate. He would be acceptable 
to .the So'itl'crn delegates and to the 
more' conservative Northern elements 
ui dcr conditions .of deadlock.

THE DIVORCE of youth from its 


elders in America is serious. If this is 
not remedied, the consequences in the 
future could be quite grave.

There are other causes of 
their reactions, but if they would cure 
some of their ignorance about the 
1920s and 1930s, they could at least 
be more clear about their own views 
and antipathies.

Later that night, Metzkcr was 
et.upon by unknown assailants 
s he rode home on horseback. 
Ic died three days later. 
Norris and Armstrong were ar- 
csled and charged with Metr- 
er's murder. Norris was tried 
nd found guilty and sentenced to 
ight years in the'penitentiary. 
It was then that Hannah Arm- 


strong. Duff's widowed mother, 
turtwd to Lincoln, He wrote he 
vtould help "to requite in a small 
degree .the favors 1 received at 
your hand." 


The trial was held in Beards- 


town in the courthouse which still 
stands.
